Some  100  students  met  with 
Dean  Wesley  P.  Lloyd  Tuesday 
and  discussed  a slate  of  topics 
ranging  from  traffic  to  test  week. 

THE  TOPICS  came  up  in  the 
Dean  of  Students  Sounding 
Board,  a program  designed  to 
give  students  a chance  to  meet 
periodically  with  members  of  the 
university  administration  to  dis- 
cuss current  problems  and  clari- 
fy policies. 

In  opening  the  Sounding 
Board,  Dean  Lloyd  said  that 
“Any  and  all  questions  can  be 
raised  and  discussed  here.” 

Among  the  first  topics  discus- 
sed was  a request  for  clarifica- 
tion of  policy  on  beginning 


classes  following  assemblies.  It 
was  indicated  that  some  teachers 
were  beginning  classes  at  11  a.m. 
regardless  of  what  time  assem- 
blies let  out. 

THE  DEAN  .said  that  in  no 
case  were  classes  to  begin  before 
11:10  a.m.  and  that  discretion 
should  be  used  in  cases  where 
late  assemblies  delayed  the  ma- 
jority of  students  in  any  specific 
class. 

Another  topic  which  was  dis- 
cussed in  detail  concerned  the 
scheduling  of  final  examinations. 
The  exam  schedules  are  designed 
to  spread  tests  out  over  the 
week,  giving  students  time  for 
sufficient  study  in  each  subject. 

THE  SCHEDULES  are  not  de- 


signed to  allow  some  students 
to  begin  vacation  two  days  early, 
nor  are  they  designed  to  keep 
students  from  going  home  on 
short  holidays  such  as  Thanks- 
giving, the  Dean  said. 

Other  topics  discussed  in  ttie 
sounding  session  included:  a com- 
plaint about  speakers  on  west 
seats  in  assemblies;  a question  on 
coached  standing  ovations  for 
forum  speakers;  hot  rodding  in 
Wymount  Village;  pedestrians 
blocking  traffic  on  campus;  the 
choosing  of  forum  speakers  and 
elections  procedures. 

Next  Sounding  Board  will  fea- 
ture members  of  the  university 
presidency  and  administrative 
council.  It  is  scheduled  Dec.  8.

FIRST,  THE  EXECUTIVES 
are  trying  to  decide  where  the 
parking  racks  should  be  placed. 
Second:  recommendations  are 

being  accepted  on  which  school 
facilities  should  be  open  to  use 
by  bike  riders,  such  as  quad, 
sidewalks  and  ramps. 

Third:  the  code  will  stipulate 
at  what  times  these  facilities  may 
be  used  by  bicyclists. 

LEE  ALSO  SAID  that  ordin- 
arily the  Traffic  Dept,  would  ad- 
minister the  code;  however,  traf- 
fic recommended  that  it  be  ad- 
ministered by  students. 

Consquently,  the  Executive 
Council  will  take  charge  of  the 
code. 

AT  THE  SAME  meeting  Lee 
announced  that  he  would  recom- 
mend that  basketball  tickets  not 
be  distributed  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  are  football  tickets.

Investigates 
FroshVoting 

The  Senate  will  conduct  a spe- 
cial meeting  tonight  at  7:15  in 
2320  Smith  Family  Living  Cen- 
ter as  part  of  the  investigation 
into  poll  procedures  of  the  fresh- 
man elections. 

Purpose  of  the  meeting  is  pri- 
marily a fact-finding  one  in 
which  the  Senate  will  sit  as 
judge  of  the  elections;  which 
means  the  Senate  could  conceiv- 
ably call  for  a revote.  On  the 
other  hand.  Senate  may  merely 
modify  election  rules. 

THE  MEETING  is  open  to  all 
students.  Voters  will  be  asked  il 
they  had  IBM  pencils,  if  they 
saw  pictures  of  candidates,  iJ 
they  knew  qualifications,  if  they 
saw  lobbying  at  the  polls  and 
other  queries  concerning  elec- 
tion procedures. 

Some  have  charged  that  cam- 
paign procedures  were  not  of- 
ficially outlined,  that  there  were 
conflicting  rules  and  last  minute 
rule  changes  and  that  primary 
ballots  were  used  in  the  final 
election. 

WHEN  CONTACTED  by  the 
Daily  Universe,  elections  chair- 
man Sandra  Reese  said  that  the 
use  of  primary  ballots  was  “cer- 
tainly an  error;”  however,  all 
ballots  had  been  marked  proper- 
ly and  all  were  counted  by  the 
IBM. 

A box  of  IBM  pencils  were 
provided  at  each  voting  booth, 
Miss  Reese  added.  She  said  that 
booths  were  checked  periodically 
and  that  no  worker  indicated 
need  for  more  supplies.

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  11  — (UPI)  AFL- 
CIO  President  George  Meany  called  on  the 
labor  movement  today  to  gird  itself  for  “the 
battle  that  seems  certain  to  begin  again”  when 
the  80-day  steel  strike  injunction  expires. 

Meany  serv’ed  notice  that  the  labor  federa- 
tion would  continue  financial  support  of  the 
United  Steelworkers  Union  “until  the  strike 
is  settled.” 

HE  URGED  “EVERY  member  of  the  United 
Labor  Movement  to  contribute  one  hour’s  pay 
each  month  to  the  support  of  the  steelwork- 
ers’ struggle,  that  is  indeed  the  struggle  of  us 
all.” 

An  AFL-CIO  spokesman  said  more  than  five 
million  dollars  already  has  been  collected  from 
individuals  and  international  treasuries.  The 
spokesman  said  the  purpose  of  Meany’s  decla- 
ration was  to  serve  notice  the  fund  drive  would 
continue  during  the  80-day  Taft-Hartley  cool- 
ing-off period.

Say  Ofhcials 
Of  Berry  Scare 

NEW  YORK,  Nov.  10— (UPI) 
— The  American  Cynamid  Com- 
pany, makers  of  the  weed  killer 
that  has  produced  a nationwide 
cranberry  crisis,  said  today  it 
would  be  impossible  for  a hum- 
an to  consume  enough  contamin- 
ated cranberries  to  develop  can- 
cer. 

A company  official  said  that 
scientists  had  figured  that  a man 
would  have  to  eat  15,000  pounds 
of  cranberries  a day  for  the  rest 
of  his  life  to  develop  tjiyroid 
cancer  such  as  that  produced  in 
mice  in  a laboratory. 

The  official  said  that  U.  S.  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  figures 
show  an  average  per  capita  cran- 
berry consumption  in  this  coun- 
try of  .3  pounds  a year. 

The  amount  of  the  chemical 
that  has  been  sprayed  on  cran- 
berries has  left  a residue  on  ev- 
ery million  berries  equal  in 
quantity  to  one-tenth  of  a single 
berry,  the  official  said.  Labor-  \

Athletic  director  Lew  And- 
reas, who  is  also  a member  of  the 
athletic  board,  admitted  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Orange,  Cotton 
and  Liberty  Bowls  have  opened 
discussions  with  Syracuse  offic- 
ials. 

“All  have  indicated  a lot  of 
interest  in  us,  but  there  has  been 
no  formal  invitation,”  he  added.
